On the calling of the case of Com- 
monwealth oi Kentucky against Caleb 
Powers at Georgetown Monday James 
Sims, of Bowling Green, in behalf 
of the prisoner arose and said: "We 
desire to offer this affidavit from tiie 
defendant asking that you vacate i lie- 
bench." 

With ti.is he handed to James K. 
Robins, of Mayfield, tin* special Judge 
appointed by Gov. Beckham, and the 
man who presided at the third trial 
of Powers, a lengthy paper. Judge 
Robins said. "In order to expedit- 
matters, tiie ceitr will read the affi- 
davit and pass upon It* now." 

Alter a half hour in which time 
Judge KohLlus glanced hurriedly ov r 
the document he passed it over to 
Commonwealth's Attorney Robi rt 
Franklin and asked his pleasure. At- 
torney Franklin only looked in the di- 
rection of where the paper had been 
on the table and smiled. He looked 
at l:ia co-attorneys, Victor Bradley 
and Ben Williams and then they all 
smiled. 

They were then joined in the smiles 
by Arthur Goebel, who was seated 
juat behind Mr. Franklin, and then 
they looked across the room toward 
the attorneys for the defense and the 
defendant himself. There were no smiles 
on that side of the court room, but 
there was an air of confidence which 
forbode earnestness and Common- 
wealth's Attorney Franklin after the 
embarrassing pause* said without ris- 
ing from the chair, "We would like 
to have some time lo examine the pa- 
per your honor." 

Judge Robbins adjourned Court un- 
til Tuesday morning to give tiie at- 
torneys' on the side of the Common- 
wealth time to examine the affidavit. 

When the court convened next morn 
ing Common wealth’s Attorney Robert 
Franklin stated that tiie State had in 
preparation a response to the affidav- 
it filed by the defense on Monday to 
have Special Judge Robbins remov- 
ed. and that his side desired more 
time to consider it. He said that 
there was much matter In the affi- 
davit that should he replied to and 
that the prosecution desired to fully 
prepare a response. 

Major Owens, of counsel for Powers 
answered to the effect that a counter 
affidavit or a reply could not, accord- 
ing to the law, be entered upon the 
records of the court. He said his 
side had no objection to some further 
reasonable time be given, if the pros- 
ecution wanted it. Court then adjourn

Hopkinsville, Ky., July 27. — Uurn- 
Montgomery neighborhood, in Trigg 
Montgoemry neighborhood, in Trigg 
couuty, is the latest farmer in tills 
section to fall under tiie ban of the 
night riders. Humphreys is a poor 
man and had found it necessary to 
have his wife and children to work in 
the fields in order to make a living, 
his principal crop this year consisted 
of wheat, and on this he expected to 
support his family during the year.

Industrial distilleries are divided 
into two classes. In the first- (lass 
are placed distilleries of a surveying 
capacity of fifty proof gallons or less 
of spirits In twenty-four hours. At 
such distilleries storekeepers gaugers 
are not regularly assigned unless the 
collector certifies that in his opinion 
the presence of an officer at a par- 
ticular distilery is necessary. 

Distilleries of the second class tire 
those that produce more than fifty 
gallons and less than 10*) gallons of 
distilled spirits daily. At distilleries 
of this class an officer will be reg- 
ularly assigned unless the collector 
shall certify that the distillery can 
safely operate without one. 

Manufacturers using specially dena- 
tured alcohol are under the new reg- 
ulations relieved from keeping a rec- 
ord of denatured alcohul used. 

Proprietors of industrial distilleries 
are manufacturers recovering alcohol 
in manufacturing processes where but 
a small quantity of alcohol is dena- 
tured are not required to provide 
themselves with denaturing material 
rooms or to have the denature regu- 
larly tested, but may procure, approv- 
ed authorized dennturants either front 
central denaturing warehouses or 
from distilleries at which regular de- 
naturing warehouses ure established. 

The provision of the old ’regulations 
whereby druggists, who are also deal- 
ers in beverage alcoholic liquors, but 
who do not sell such liquors io bo 
consumed on their premises, is extend- 
ed to grocers. The effect of this pro- 
vision will be to permit druggists or 
grocers who do not operate saloons to 
sell denatured alcohol.

Since our publication last week of 
an article signed, “Old Teaccher,” re- 
produced from the Central City Ue- 
upblican, on the question of Kentucky 
school per capita, we have been look- 
ing up Ohio County records along the 
same lines.as used in that article with 
reference to Muhlenberg county. The 
recapitulation of the Assesses# books 
for Ohio County year 1897, shows to- 
tal taxable property valuation to be 
$3,158.18«, and number of school pupils 
to be 7,912. in 1907, the taxable prop- 
erty valuation was $4,743,732, and 
number of children 7,380. This shows 
a loss in pupils of 532, and an in- 
crease in property value of $1,585,552. 
An Increase of more Ilian f>0 per cent, 
in property valuation and a loss of 
over 7 per cent, in school pupils. W’e 
take it that Ohio county is an aver- 
age county. Under this showing t lie 
increase should be over 2-3 or $2.84 
Irom the amount paid in 1897 under 
tlie Bradley administration.

There died in Paris the other day 
a man whose life may be said to ex- 
emplify perfect all that may be 
gained In life if a man will but hang 
to it. That is. It will exemplify this 
to persons of a particular cast of 
thought. To others It may as |ier- 
fectly exemplify all that fails to the 
mere hanger-on. • 

"Le Pendu,'' as he came to be call- 
ed— his real name was Simon Aigu- 
ler, and he was born at Sollies Ville 
in 1S51 — "Le Pemlu" made his living 
by hanging himself. He grew to be 
one of the best known of music hall 
urtlsts. Unlike Fregoli, who imi- 
tates various personages by sudden 
changes of clothes, Le Pendu could 
in a way transform his body and pos- 
sessed the most curious physical ad- 
aptabilities ever known. When a 
young man he surprised and puz- 
zled the army doctor. As he pre- 
sented himself for physical examina- 
tion he appeared as a thin, spart- 
ribbed fellow, almost a skeleton; and 
before the examination was over he 
stood in tlie presence of the army doc- 
tor with an enormously inflated ab- 
domen, as if he had dropsy. While 
the physician was examining this ab- 
normal development, the abdomen re- 
treated, and a big bloated tumor sud- 
denly grew on the young man’s throat 
as if he had an immense goitre. He 
had, apparently, in an instant trans- j 
formed the swelling from the lower 
part of his body to his throat. When 
the examination was over he stood 
there, a skeleton-like young fellow as 
before. 

His gifts in bodily transformation 
soon became known all over his na- 
tive district and he was induced to 
show himself on the Music Hall 
stage. For a long time he was known : 
as the skeleton man, though he also : 
exhibited himself as the fat man. His 
physical transformations did not stop j 
here. He was able to imitate the pro- j 
cess of dying and death Itself to per- I 
lection. Scientists and the members 
of the various medical faculties of- 
ten wished to examine his strange! 
faculties, hut he constantly refused 
to divulge the secret of his trans- 
formation.

New sheets will be made this 
season In thirty -one States and four 
Teritorles. The summer field work 
is ail outlined excepting In this State 
and Pennsylvania. Survey parties are 
in the field and the work is being vig- 
I orously pushed? 

No country has ever made such rap- 
j id progress with its topographical sur- 
veys, area for area, as the United 
States. Only a little more than a 
I third of our territory is yet surveyed 
for i he purpose of t lie big map, but 
j this is merely because our land sur- 
! face, including Alaska, Is nearly as 
j large as ’the whole of Europe. To 
make as good a map of our domain 
as that which we can now buy of 
nearly the whole of Europe we shall 
have to do nearly as much surveying 
jus all the European Powers have done 
j tog' titer. Only four of our States — 

! Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connect- 
icut and New Jersey — have so far 
been completely mapped, but the maps 
of several other States will soon be 
finished. 

The maps cf these States iti which 
the national survey is being carried 
on with the largest amount of State 
co-operation will make the most rap- 
id progress. Thus in Ohio, which con- 
tributes very liberally In trained men 
and money to the topographic work 
in the State, it is expected that thlr-, 
teen more map sheets will be com- 1 
pletcd or far advanced by the end of 
the present season. 

The Fairbanks region along the mid- 
dle Tanuna river, Alaska, wherq many 
hundreds of miners are working in 1 
the placer fields, is being surveyed in 
detail and a map of it on a scale of 
an Inch will be published next ; 
winter. The survey for a map on 
the same large scale of the Kasaan 
Peninsula, on Prince of Wales Island, 
southeast Alaska, Is also being made. 
A largo region spreading east and 
west between the Yukon and Tanana 
from the international boundry near 
Dawson to Fairbanks, will also be 
surveyed for a map on half that scale. ; 
Less than half of Alaska is as yet 
covered even by preliminary recon-! 
notssance surveys, and it is gratify- 
ing that such considerable additions 
are to be made this year to the detail*

THE FARM WOOD LOT 



Lumbar Sure to Become More Vatuoble 
a* Time Passes. 

Since wood for every purpose Is spire 
to become more valuable as time pass- 
es, It Is worth while for the farsighted 
farmer to see to it now that his wood 
lot Is so handled as to yield the largest 
possible supply of this slow growing 
crop. 

Tbo following suggestions regarding 
the management of the farm wood l it 
have been compiled from the publica- 
tions of the experiment stations and of 
the forest service. The farmer should 
aim to maintain and If possible Im- 
prove (be value of his wood lot while 
using It Too often It deteriorates un- 
der use. If he cuts the best trees or 
those which are easiest to work tip. he 
leaves the weed trees, as foresters call 
them— that Is, the useless trees, which 
crowd out and displace good trees— to 
reproduce. 

One aim should lie kept up. und Hint 
Is to Increase the supply of the kinds 
of trees which It pays best to grow. 
While a large part of the product of 
the wood lot will generally be firewood, 
It will pay the farmer better to grow as 
large a product as possible of railroad 
ties, telegraph and telephone poles and 
saw logs. 

A High Quality of Product. 

A high quality of product will de- 
pend uot only upou the kinds of trees, 
but on the size of the trees. A large 
tree is worth much more profioftlonnte- 
ly than a small tree because of the bet- 
ter quality of Its product. 

The farmer should always see to it 
that his land Is fully stocked. 

Before a Tree Is Cut. 

The farmer should cut his trees so as 
to benefit the forest. The branchy, 
wide spreading tree, the crooked tree

LEGAL TENDER 



The Statu, of Coin, Bank Notaa, Gov- 
ernment Notes and Check,. 

Unless an agreement is made the on- 
ly payment known to the law Is cash. 
Primarily cash is gold or silver. Gold 
Is a legal tender for everything. Sil- 
ver coins (except the dollar) are a legal 
tender for the amount of $lo only an 
tile minor coins, the five nnd one ce 
pieces, to the amount of 25 cents. 

There are many kinds of paper mon- 
ey.
